On January 7, 1960 our Sir Knight Roger E. Bates of North Parsonfield, Maine, officially 
received a 50 year medal from Thomas Talbot Lodge of Billerica, Mass. 


Sir Kt. Herbert W. Adams, retired Dorchester dentist, born August 28, 1857, anda Sir Knight 
of Boston Commandery since Dec. 18, 1901, is now in his 103'rd year! We are proud of our 
grand old Templar who may well be the dean of all Templars in North America today. 


Boston Commandery to date has always sustained a position of outstanding leadership, -- 
as the oldest, largest, and best. But the statistics below are interesting and informative. 
It is somewhat startling to note that in the 10 year period Natick has grown 143 per cent, 
Hugh de Payens of Melrose 68%, Ivanhoe of Gardner 42%, De Molay of Boston 41%, Sutton 
of New Bedford 37%, Gethsemane of Newton 36% and Reading 34%, while our net growth 
shows only 17 per cent. THINK IT OVER, BRING IN THAT APPLICATION, We can't 
grow, resting on our laurels, nor blissfully basking in the reflected light of past glories. 
We have over 1200 members, -- but our 10 year growth has been at the rate of only 17%. 
Threatening our numerical leadership are Commanderies showing 41% and 68% growth in 
these same 10 years. Let's really face the facts, In 1954 we had a membership of 1218; 
in 1959 we had 1216, -- a net lossof 2 in the past five years, -- following a net gain of 
179 in the 5 years from 1949 to 1954, Remember the fable of the tortoise and the hare. 
Sir Knights, it's time to wake up, and do a little running! 


WHAT ABOUT THE SIXTIES? 


1960 starts a new decade! What will be its effect on membership in Boston Commandery? 
Of course this can't be foretold. We can, however, look back and see what we have done 
with the last ten years -- the ten-year period ended with 1959. In that period our Grand 
Commandery had a net gain of 1,760 members - a little over 13%. Thirty-five command- 
eries had an increase in membership totaling 2,162, but fifteen commanderies had losses 
totaling 402 to produce the net change. Here is a list of all commanderies in order of 
their membership change during the ten-year period:
